Another Important Problem for Educational Researchers 


The Thirty-Third Annual Conference the California Educational 
Research Association was undoubted success. Forty papers, four general 
speakers, and panel were presented. Nearly every phase education was 
included and many new items information were revealed. was 
very good conference and set example lived future years. 
The work reported there will found condensed form this issue 
the Journal. 

But, with all this praise must mix some questioning? Namely, What 
will the effect all the research reported there? Some the items 
have strong implications for classroom practice, others involve administrative 
procedures, personnel practices, the use tests, and guidance practices. 
Will there changes all these aspects California education result 
the Conference? course there may be; yet the most common imme- 
diate reaction these questions appears negative. 

This not good. Education has always been questioned; but right now 
being questioned more than usual. The costs free public education 
are going and up. Many not want pay them. Only they are 
convinced that educators know what they are talking about will they 
willing accept and act recommendations that mean continuation 
present expenses and the addition new ones for improved and expanded 
services. How can our legitimate critics convinced and our captious 
ones silenced not know the facts the members our own 
profession have discovered; and act them? 

There are many answers the last question—none them perfect 
final. Conferences such the one mentioned above are very helpful 
spreading research information among those interested it. This Journal 
provides like service those who are interested but unable attend 
meetings due travel difficulties and lack time. Also provides 
medium for disseminating more detailed information than can presented 
papers conference, and for spreading information when becomes 
available rather than waiting for meeting occur. gives information 
permanent form that can kept for future reference, also. 

But conferences must attended; and those attending must pay serious 
attention the proceedings and must think over what they have heard. 
Magazines and books must read and studied. Most important all, 
effort must made act what learned. This latter not only requires 

knowledge, skill, and energy, but zeal. How can these generally spread 
among the profession education?

the fall 1949 and early 1950, the California Test Bureau undertook 
extensive study the relation the Progressive Achievement Test, 
Form (subsequently known the California Achievement Test, Form 
AA) the following achievement test batteries: the Metropolitan Achieve- 
ment Test, Form the Stanford Achievement Test, Form the Iowa 
Every-Pupil Tests Basic Skills, Form and the Coordinated Scales 
Attainment, Form This report presents certain data relating the 


Data Population and Test Administration 


The Progressive Achievement Test and one other the batteries listed 
above were administered the same pupils grades through three 
contiguous and similar school districts adjacent the city Los Angeles. 
(Manifestly all achievement batteries could not administered the same 
pupils.) The tests were rotated the administration obviate practice 
effects, and the administration both tests was completed within one 
week’s time. addition, intelligence data were obtained from the California 
Test Mental Maturity—Short Form when recent results were not avail- 
able. The tests were administered teachers, with the exception certain 
intelligence tests, under the supervision California Test Bureau personnel 
school psychologists. Normal classroom conditions were maintained 
throughout the testing period. 

These three school districts, whose adult populations commute primarily 
the city Los Angeles for work, are average size and are comparable 
facilities and educational philosophy. The intelligence quotients the 
groups reported this study were found average 100 several points 
above 100. The age-grade situation was normal regard acceleration 
and retardation. The communities involved may classified average

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socio-economic status. For geographic reasons, which set them somewhat 
apart from other adjacent communities and provide considerable the way 
intercommunity activities and interests, these three communities may 
regarded being remarkably similar. 

The districts are served highly competent consultant research 
and guidance the Los Angeles County Superintendent Schools Office 
who fellow the American Psychological Association. This consultant 
serves the school psychologist for one district while each the other 
two districts employs psychologist its own. Preliminary meetings were 
held with the administrative personnel and the psychologists the districts 
involved. addition, in-service meetings were held with the teachers 
each school involved the study, and every effort was made set and 
hold the best type testing conditions each classroom. 

The scoring the tests was done the California Test Bureau 
insure uniformity that regard. Machine-scoring materials were used 
grades and only. 

Since space does not permit, description the five achievement 
batteries and their standardization populations cannot included this 
point. These details will found the complete report mentioned above. 


Treatment the Data 


general, data were processed only for those subtests the Progressive 
(California) Achievement Tests and those subtests second achievement 
test series wherein marked resemblance context was noted. This pro- 
cedure produced certain justifiable gaps the final analysis but assured 
higher degree confidence the results. some instances comparisons 
total test results were made for informational purposes, even though the 
purpose such comparisons could questioned. 


Results the Study 


Condensations three tables appearing the complete report are 
presented below. Table are listed selected Pearson product-moment 
correlations, correlations corrected for attenuation, raw score means and 
standard deviations and mean grade placements. should noted that 
when reliability data were not reported test manuals, the reliability 
the comparable Progressive (California) Test was used. Also reporting 
grade placements groups composed several classes, averages were 
estimated various ways. (For example, the Metropolitan Achievement 
Test Manuals not report grade placements for certain test totals.) Finally, 
all Progressive results are reported grade placements terms the 
norms the California Achievement Tests. 

Table are presented selected comparisons grade placement 
equivalents specified percentile points for several levels the Progressive 
(California) and Metropolitan tests. 
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Finally, Table III are indicated the grade placement equivalents 
specified percentile points for the Progressive (California) tests and certain 
other tests.

Conclusions 


apparent that any conclusions which could drawn from the data 
should regarded tentative. Further, should clear that the mass 
data makes impossible explore all possible avenues this brief 
report. Other aspects being studied involve the specific effects chrono- 
logical age and mental age. However, the following general conclusions 
seem justified the data presented: 

The correlations four widely-used achievement test batteries with 
the Progressive (California) Achievement Tests appear high with few 
exceptions. 

Because the high reliabilities all the achievement batteries 
studied, corrections for attenuation not result increased correlations. 

general the norms the Progressive (California) Tests tend 
somewhat less difficult than the norms the other tests studied. 

The Progressive (California) test norms, general, tend more 
closely related the actual grade placements pupils than the norms 
the four other test batteries. 


Twenty-five per cent California school districts claim making some special 
provisions for gifted children. This conclusion based the results survey 
202 districts conducted the California Congress Parents and Teachers 
1952. These districts constituted per cent return questionnaire sent 
333 elementary and secondary administrators March, 1952. 

Most provisions take the form enrichment some type. Examples 
enrichment the elementary level are: Library research, leadership student 
government, special assignments, and hobby clubs. the secondary level 
examples are: Leadership class, additional work, extra courses, and research. 

Better preparation teachers gifted, smaller classes, acceleration, and 
homogeneous groupings are some the other provisions recommended. 
addition, special home activities are recommended.

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Reactions Gifted High School Pupils 
Elementary Education

recent years the increased publications articles, books, and findings 
research studies, together with regional and national conferences, have 
stimulated widespread interest the need for special educational provi- 
sions for more capable learners. provide such offerings necessary 
continue increase our knowledge the needs pupils with superior 
abilities. Since gifted pupils are consumers the provisions the educa- 
tional system, was felt that given opportunity express their 
reactions toward past school experiences, they should able give valuable 
suggestions for adequately planning supplemented curriculum for the 
intellectually gifted. 


Problem 


The purpose this exploratory study was evaluate the academic 
achievement selected gifted pupils the senior high schools Los 
Angeles and secure their reactions toward and criticism their experi- 
ences the elementary schools. 


Procedure 


The source the data was the Evaluation Section the Curriculum 
Division the Los Angeles City Schools, through which the high school 
pupils participating the study were selected. There were two cooperating 
groups: intellectually superior group 137 pupils whose IQ’s ranged 
from 130 159; and group 111 pupils average mentality with 
range between and 115. Considerable significance was attached 
their record the standard scores and composite scores made the gifted 
pupils the Iowa Tests Educational Development. The cumulative 
school records these pupils also yielded pertinent data. 

The pupils’ responses, obtained through the use the topical auto- 
biography, were then grouped into categories. Mentions for each category 
were tabulated, converted into percentages, and plotted graph.

significance the differences opinion between the groups average and 
gifted pupils. 


Findings 


Approximately the entire group gifted pupils desired education beyond 
the high school level, but only one-half them would able finance 
without the help scholarship some gainful employment. 

All socio-economic levels and varied sizes families were represented 
the gifted pupil group. Four-fifths the parents were living together; 
three-fourths them either owned were buying their homes. Their 
occupations ranged from those requiring little training professions. 

One-half the entire gifted group had been accelerated one semester 
more during their elementary schooling. 

Results the Iowa Tests Educational Development indicated that 
one-fifth the gifted group was over-achieving while only eight were 
under-achieving according expectancies. 

When teacher marks were compared with achievement percentiles, 
was learned that the total group gifted pupils was under-graded more 
frequently than over-graded and the ratio six one. tabulation 
teacher marks showed that the highest percentage A’s was given those 
pupils who had had special class experience the elementary schools. 

Many gifted pupils believed they were both academically and socially 
handicapped acceleration; yet they felt the advantages acceleration 
outweighed the disadvantages. 

The happiest experiences elementary schools reported the gifted 
pupils were associated with group activities where they had opportunities 
achieve physically, creatively, intellectually, and socially, while the 
unhappiest experiences elementary schools were peer-caused and devel- 
oped mainly from feelings embarrassment and inferiority. 

The elementary program the gifted pupils suggested comprised aims, 
organization, curriculum, practices, and research. The suggested organiza- 
tion elementary schools emphasized physical facilities, materials and 
equipment, smaller classes, increased teaching staff, and activities for pupil 
growth. well-rounded, enriched elementary curriculum with emphasis 
quality and scope well the quantity content met the approval 
the gifted pupils. The suggested practices were individualization 
instruction and group processes. The acquisition knowledge was 
functional and with unlimited possibilities for creative expression. Further 
research was suggested for such areas classroom control, techniques 
evaluation, and the transitional period from one educational level another. 

Competent teachers were regarded the gifted pupils those with 
professional backgrounds, with broad interests and abilities, and with 
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mature personalities. These pupils thought classrooms should labora- 
tories learning where competent teachers would the core the 
educational programs. 


Conclusions 


Because the means the total gifted group the study were above both 
the national 90th percentile and the California 95th percentile all sections 
the Iowa Tests Educational Development, appeared that the upper 
limit this test might not sufficiently refined used adequate 
measure for superior children. 

Since these gifted pupils, group, were under-graded much more 
frequently than they were over-graded; and since their teacher marks 
seemed indicate that they did not measure capacity expectancy, 
there the possibility that too much imporance might have been attached 
these marks, into which the personal equation bound enter, that 
sufficient incentive had not been offered encourage these superior pupils 
attain their teachers’ expectancies. 

Although many the gifted pupils who had been accelerated the 
elementary schools felt that they had been somewhat handicapped both 
academically and socially, the majority them agreed that acceleration 
had been most beneficial them. would possible minimize the 
academic handicap careful preparation for the transition from one grade 
another. The social handicap could minimized effective guidance. 

From the fact that the largest percentage high grades was made 
the gifted pupils who had had the advantage special class experience, 
where the method instruction was more informal and less traditional, 
may definitely concluded that the organization special programs for 
superior children not only advisable but desirable for maximum educa- 
tional development. 

Since the responses the gifted expressed paternality, that, they 
were group-minded and happy with group approval; and since the analysis 
their remarks indicated that they had insight into and perceived inter- 
relationships among broad concepts may concluded that these social 
and intellectual characteristics are also inherent part the personality 
traits which gifted children may identified.

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School Children’s Problems 
Related Parental Factors

Today, find much emphasis placed upon the mental health school 
children. Those engaged working with these youngsters are well aware 
their emotional difficulties, but there still more need learn 
the causative factors for their psychological problems. Once have 
gained this insight, both parents and teachers are more adequate 
position educate toward objective control. 

Much research has already taken place the relationship between 
the psychological climate the classroom and the child’s emotional health. 
But today are confronted with contemporary problems that necessitate 
serious consideration. Among these are the unusual number mothers 
employed outside the home and divorces creating step parents and guardians 
well the abcence adult male the home. 

These last mentioned factors have received great deal public 
attention; often creating considerable amount anxiety the part 
the parents involved. Therefore, has become necessary determine the 
degree and manner which these contemporary elements have affected the 
school child. 

The following findings and conclusions are based upon case studies 
school children the Montebello Unified School District Los Angeles 
County. This school district, approximately sixteen thousand pupils, 
includes grades kindergarten through twelfth and composed socio- 
economic areas that make representative most communities. Reference 
made approximately four hundred active case studies serious enough 
carried over for follow-up the district’s guidance department 
staff, during the 1954-55 school year. Case studies centered upon physical 
handicaps and mental retardation are eliminated from this particular report. 

also add here statistics children Mexican parents. Since this 
cultural problem, which districts similar ours are sincerely interested 
handling adequately, need learn the contributing factors their 


school problems. This group made per cent the total number 
the district’s case studies.

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For analytic purposes, shall group the four hundred cases into four 
categories: (1) Mother employed full time away from home; (2) Children 
living with step parents guardian; (3) Homes which the adult male 
absent; (4) Those which not have any the above factors present 
(to serve the control group). 


Findings 

Eighteen per cent the cases represented homes where the mother 
was employed full time away from the home (15 per cent the Mexican 
group). Sixteen per cent the students lived with step parents guardians 
—25 per cent these had mothers employed full time (25 per cent the 
Mexican group). Homes which adult male was missing were represented 
per cent the cases per cent the Mexican group)—50 per cent 
these had mothers employed full time. The control group was limited 
per cent the remainder the four hundred case studies (selected 
random) order make comparative picture. appears significant 
that find that approximately per cent the total case studies are 
represented employed mothers. 


Reason for Referral 


shall first look the major reason for the teacher referring the 
child for guidance services shown Table find that academic 
failure and aggressive behavior were the two major problems. However, 
the percentage differs significantly between the four groups. 

The figures speak for themselves, but quickly notice that problems 
involving aggressive behavior represented approximately one-third the 
referrals for groups II, and IV. Academic failure was greatest among 
students lacking adult male their home. Another factor found 
this study will shortly presented, which seems help better 
understand the reason for this problem. The child with working mother 
displayed the greatest percentage withdrawing behavior. Before attempt- 
ing draw quick conclusions, specific reasons for these findings, 
need continue with our investigations and study other possible factors. 


Age and Sex the Child 


Next, there need know what ages and sex are more susceptible 
certain parental factors. Table gives comprehensive picture 
this phase the problem. The ages are grouped grade level several 
analyses can made with single presentation. Interestingly, the girls 
represented approximately per cent the total number case studies. 

The figures show that, far, the youngest children were most 
affected the employment their mothers; and that the older children 
were able make better adjustment the situation. This should 
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most significant fact for parents keep mind the mother’s employment 
not matter dire necessity. was found, though, that the older girls 
resented the domestic responsibilities placed upon them when the mother 
was working away from the home. 

The reverse appeared the case among children living with step 
parents and guardians. The younger were able make the better adjust- 
ment, while the older child found the new relationship difficult accept. 
was just often that the step parent found difficult understand the 
child, which only added further aggravation the problem. There were 
only couple cases the ages fifteen and sixteen. Further investiga- 
tion disclosed that many the older youngsters had not only begun 
leave school but their homes well. The older girls, however, had the 
biggest problem here, since they were not able emancipate readily 
the boys from the home environment. 

group III, the elementary age child again seemed more affected 
the lack adult male. Notice that the girls were the smallest percent- 
age this particular group, comparison the other two parenal groups. 
This leads the conclusion that the female child was less affected 
the missing adult male’s presence the home than the male child. How- 
ever, the older girls represented the biggest percentage girls this group. 
The reasons were found two-fold: (1) Heavy burden domestic 
responsibility, and (2) Lack supervision. 

The control group shows that the concentration school children’s 
problems were the younger ages. note this group interesting 
fact that there are many girls with school problems represented among 


the first four years (5-8), there are among the following eight years 
(9-16). 


Order Birth 


There much being said about relationship between the child’s order 
birth and personality. Table III shows how the various groups 
children involved this study were distributed order birth. Again 
find that the youngest born child more affected the working mother, 
not only age, but order birth. This apparently becomes the child 
need most attention mother seeks employment. 

Concern for the middle born child should lessened consideration 
the percentages shown Table III. 

The oldest born child most affected remarriage and placement 
with guardians. However, see that this was not serious problem, 
have previously learned, past the age twelve, although more 
disturbing for the older girls. 

The only born child appears about equally affected the various types 
parental home conditions under consideration; and comparison

with the control group, these parental conditions are causative factors 
significant enough warrant attention. The youngest and oldest born child 
are equally affected the lack the adult male. Further research should 
made determine they might affected different ways from each 
other. know that the age span 9-12 most sensitive time for 
child this parental group. 

One the most striking points, come out this part the study, was 
that the oldest child the family was most affected among the contro] 
group. Looking back the previous control group figures, find that the 
age group 5-8 represented per cent the control group referred for 
guidance services. This implies that almost half the children need 
psychological assistance, other than those the three types parental 
groups involved this study, although the oldest born child the family, 
are more than eight years age. was found that some the causative 
factors for this problem were: (1) Born the time their parents were 
beginning adjust post-war conditions; (2) Competition children 
within the same family, especially when the oldest born child was quite 
young and still very dependent upon parental guidance; and (3) Older age 
children (and oldest order birth) being unable find enough oppor- 
tunities outside the home gain emotional security. 


Personality Components 


Next, shall look the personality profiles these four groups 
discover, still further, what ways particular school problems relate 
parental factors. The scores shown represent the percentage the groups 
falling below the median the California Test Personality. Since space

see that children with working mothers were lacking, more than 
any other group, feeling independent others. They also felt lack 
cordial relationship with people general. They substituted the joys 
fantasy world for actual successes real life. Remember, previously 
learned that they represented the greatest percentage, reason for referral, 
based upon withdrawing behavior. They lacked sense security and 
self-respect connection with their family. This feeling was carried over 
school relations terms how well they felt liked the teacher, their 
enjoyment with other students, and how well school work was adapted 
their level interest and maturity. 

Those with step parents and guardians exhibited set problems 
involving sense personal freedom that the child lacked reasonable 
share the determination his conduct and setting policies that helped 
govern his life. This group equally suffered from lack cordial relation- 
ship with people, was found the case with Group Although 
nervous symptoms were evidenced every group, children living with 
step parents guardians seemed under the greatest emotional strain. 
Another characteristic this group was their lack social skills. This 
helps understand why they were more often referred for aggressive 
behavior than the other two parental groups under study. The problem 
community relations explained the fact that acquiring step parents, 
and particularly guardians, often means moving away from friends and 
surroundings offering security and pleasure, factor frequently overlooked. 

Children group III, missing the companionship adult male, 
indicated that their greatest problem was the sense personal worth. 
The children lacked belief that they were well regarded others and that 
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others had faith their future success. recall that this group was most 
often referred for academic failure. Their case studies revealed that they 
were not lacking capacity any more than the other groups, but that they 
did lack the motivation and standards often given and set adequate 
adult male their growing stages. However, they were comparatively 
strong self reliance and family relations (opposite the group with 
employed mothers). These children had learn depend more upon 
themselves because their particular parental situation and usually had 
stronger loyalty and appreciation for the single parent trying both 
father and mother them. problem hardly existed for this group, 
the sense personal freedom (in contrast step parent and guardian 
group). There was little family opposition allowing these children 
emancipate early from their home environment. But social standards, 
problem did exist.

Children 
lacking the adult male were also lacking much the guidance needed 
understanding what regarded being socially right wrong one’s 
society. 

find that the control group was composite personality difficul- 
ties the other three groups. They were similar the lack feeling 
personal worth group III, low feeling belonging both groups 
and II, lack social standards group II, and difficulties family 
and school relations group However, they led the other groups 
anti-social tendencies. This helps understand why the child this 
group was often referred for aggressive behavior. The anti-social child 
attempts get his satisfactions ways that may hurt unfair others. 


Conclusions 


number conclusions have already been cited, but there need 
add several more that are important, well review some very signifi- 
cant ones. (1) have found that the three parental groups involved 
this study constituted approximately one-half the children referred for 
school guidance services (excluding problems based upon mental and 
physical handicaps). (2) working mother contributed only one-fourth 
the total number cases need psychological help. Apparently, 
there are many children whose mothers work who not present problems 
school. This would indicate that, long the child made feel 
secure and happy, the mother’s full time employment away from the home 
does not become serious problem. But employment sought, must 
most sensitive the needs the younger children. The data 
disclosed that the problem the working mother not great among 
Mexican children the non-Mexican group. The difficulty for the former 
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lies the area broken home. However, many fewer Mexican mothers 
attempt raise their children alone. (4) found that girls make only 
one-fourth the total number cases referred for guidance services.

Their problems inability get along with 
other children are indicative how well the adults their home environ- 
ment get along with them. (7) There definite relationship between 
the only born child and our three parental groups. comparison the 
small number the control group, can conclude that the irregular home 
environment strong contributing factor the only born child’s school 
problems. (8) Last, there may always circumstances, which parents 
cannot prevent, that cause child placed one these three 
parental groups. Nevertheless, these problems are controlling nature. 
sincerely concerned parent teacher, now aware what might happen 
child under these particular circumstances, position prevent, 
least minimize, the child’s difficulties.

Status the City School Research Worker 


Henry WEITZEL 


There are few who would deny the value and importance administra- 
tive and educational research the proper functioning city school 
system. the present, however, little seems known the workers, 
class, who conduct this research. Answers such questions the 
following are only vaguely known, all: 

what extent are research workers employed city school systems? 
what titles are these researchers known? 

What the ratio men women among research workers? 
What percentage their time devoted actual research duties? 
How well are city school research workers compensated? 


Nature the Study 


effort learn something about the status school research work- 
ers, the writer little over two years ago devised and mailed questionnaire 
all public school superintendents cities 100,000 population more. 
was simple, yet carefully worked out, questionnaire—one which the 
superintendent could easily answer five minutes less. Specifically, 
asked the following nine questions: 

Does your school system have officer who devotes least per 
cent his time educational and administrative research? 

so, what this individual’s exact title? 

About what per cent his time devoted research duties? 

What his annual salary? 

What the sex this individual? 

your school system does not have officer who devotes least 
per cent his time educational and administrative research, what 
the title the person who has the main responsibility for research? 

Approximately what per cent his time devoted research 
activities? 

What this individual’s annual salary? 

your school system one that has made definite assignment 
responsibility for administrative and educational research?

This article was read the 
American Educational Research Association regional meeting, Denver, Colorado, 
March 14, 1955. 
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There are 106 cities the United States with populations excess 
100,000, according the 1950 federal census. During the school year 
1952-53, usable replies were received from these cities (or 86.8 per 
cent). check the accuracy and consistency the results, the 
questionnaire was again circulated the same cities during the school year 
1953-54. This time usable replies were received (or 91.5 per cent). 
Eighty-five cities replied both questionnaires, answered the first one 
only, answered the second but not the first, while only cities ignored 
both questionnaires. 


Findings 


1952-53, the city school systems replying (or 60.8 per cent) 
indicated that they employed someone who devoted half his time 
more educational and administrative research. The next year (but 
not quite the same 56) cities out (or 58.9 per cent) gave the same 
indication. 

Forty-one different titles were used describe the duties the 
research workers 1952-53; 1953-54 there were different titles for 
the like number researchers involved. However, the 1952-53 data the 
word “research” appeared their titles 83.9 per cent the cases. 
1953-54, the percentage was again high (80.3 per cent). will also 
interest observe the extent which the titles, director, coordinator, 
supervisor and assistant, are employed connection with research titles.

may combined with another assignment, revealed titles. 1952-53,

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latter year the five leading combinations (with Research) were: Statistics, 
Administrative Assistant, Assistant Superintendent, Curriculum, and Pupil 
Personnel.

These research people exhibit wide range salaries. The range 
annual salaries 1952-53 was from $4,287 $13,000, ratio more than 
3:1. The 1953-54 range was from $4,739 $13,140. Median and mean 
annual salaries for 1952-53 were $7,353 and $7,633, respectively. For 
1953-54, the respective median and mean amounts were $7728 and $8061. 

The ratio male female research workers public city school systems 
more than 10:1. Fifty-one out the researchers reported (or 91.1 
per cent) were men. 

These are some the main facts regarding workers who devote half- 
time more research city school systems. What provision, now, 
made for research the roughly per cent cities employing less than 
half-time research workers? 

may something shock learn that over per cent the 
superintendents these cities frankly stated that definite responsibility 
for educational and administrative research had been made their own 
school systems (38.9 per cent 1952-53, and 31.7 per cent 1953-54). 
Even so, most them did make research assignments. 

1952-53, the leading titles officers having the main responsibility 
for research these cities were: Superintendent Schools cases), 
Assistant Superintendent cases), Administrative Assistant the Superin- 
tendent cases), Supervisor and Assistant the Superintendent 
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cases). Two actually held the title, “Director Research,” although 
devoting less than half-time this activity. 1953-54, the leading titles 
were these: Superintendent (4), Director Instruction (4), Assistant 
Superintendent (3), Assistant the Superintendent (2). addition there 
were many variants these such as: Assistant Superintendent Charge 
Finance and Statistics, Assistant Superintendent Charge Research and 
Student Personnel, etc. 

The amount time devoted research these individuals each 
the two years shown Table III.

General Conclusions 


About per cent the public school systems cities over 100,000 
population employ least half-time research worker. The average 
amount time which these workers devote research exceeds per cent. 

the remaining cities, provision made for research about 
third the cases. Those individuals having definitely assigned research 
responsibilities devote between and per cent their time this 
purpose. 

There multiplicity titles both types cities for those who 
have research assignments. the first group cities, however, the word 
“research” appears more than per cent the titles. rank, the 
most common designation far “Director.” 
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The mean annual salaries research workers the first group 
increased the two years from $7,633 $8,061. Those the second group 
increased from $7,268 $8,252. (However, the size this sample was 
small. 

Most researchers large public school systems are men, the ratio 
men women being about 10:1 

Differences the findings 1952-53 and 1953-54 are probably 
not very significant. Different cities were involved, often different persons 
from the same system answered the two questionnaires, and the same indi- 
vidual was not always consistent his answers each the two years. 

The size the sample (more than per cent all cities above 
100,000) does, however, give the findings degree reliability.

connection with national conference the training school 
psychologists held the summer 1954, letter inquiry was directed 
all universities and colleges California that offer courses psychology. 
this letter specific information relating prerequisites, course sequence, 
screening procedures, teaching experience requirements, internship experi- 
ence, types agencies and institutional facilities utilized training programs 
for school psychologists were requested. addition, comments from 
departmental chairmen concerning the orientation their programs were 
solicited. Replies the letter inquiry were received from Chico State 
College, Fresno State College, Los Angeles State College, Mills College, 
Occidental College, Sacramento State College, San Diego State College, 
San Francisco State College, San Jose State College, the University 
California Berkeley, the University California Los Angeles, and 
the University Southern California. These twelve institutions indicated 
that the programs which they offered met the Education code requirements 
for the school psychologist credential. 

The California Education Code and State Board Education regulation 
now require for the school psychologist credential, possession master’s 
degree psychology educational psychology. Also, there proviso 
that applicant may deemed hold such degree when has 
part his undergraduate graduate program completed semester units 
training, distributed among five areas. The requisite distribution 
training is: 

(1) Child development, mental hygiene and counseling and guidance, 
including interviewing—6 units. 

(2) Psychology and education exceptional children, social case prac- 
tice including field work and clinical psychology—9 units. 

(3) Educational psychology, and educational measurements including 
field work and elementary statistics—6 units.

applicant meeting these credential requirements may apply directly 
the State Department Education for credential or, graduate 
institution accredited the State, may receive the credential through 
the institution which received his training. therefore important 
note firstly that all training programs for the credential significantly reflect 
the standards set the State, and secondly that the case the propor- 
tionally large number individuals who receive their credentials apply- 
ing directly the State, many may never have been enrolled specific 
training programs for this credential. This report therefore provides only 
certain minimal information relative training programs for school psycholo- 
gists and does not per describe the training all credentialed school 
psychologists California. 

Although the basic program offered all twelve institutions followed 
the requirements indicated above, different approaches this training were 
reflected the varying prerequisites, selection procedures, and internship 
requirements indicated part the various training programs. 


Prerequisites 


With reference prerequisites, for example, prerequisite requirements 
ranged from stated previous work psychology complete equivalent 
undergraduate major psychology. Several institutions indicated 
that successful completion school psychometrist credential program was 
required basis for entry into the school psychologist program. The 
psychometrist credential California consists specified units 
psychology and special education courses. (The credential can obtained 
anyone possessing bachelor’s degree who has the requisite units.) 
The school psychologist training program, most instances, was related 
master’s degree program psychology; hence, prerequisites included 
whatever grade point average requirements, entrance examinations, and 
aptitude tests were normally required for admission master’s degree 
program. 

should noted that elementary general secondary teaching 
credential was prerequiste entry into many school psychologist training 
programs. With respect the selection procedures employed the various 
institutions screen applicants for their school psychologist programs, once 
again wide variety practices were being employed. Although these 
ranged from the usual type academic screening effect for most master’s 
degrees programs screening process based upon evaluation the 
candidate’s personality, there was general attempt made all the 
institutions to, some way, take into account the suitability the appli- 
cant for work the field school psychology. 
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Fresno State College, for example, the applicant was observed during 
his work course clinical psychology. the University California 
Berkeley admission the school psychologist program was contingent 
upon the successful demonstration competency during the applicant’s 
performance the school psychometrist program. Occidental College 
the applicant’s adequacy was evaluated faculty conferences. Mills 
College and San Francisco State College there was emphasis the 
individual’s personal qualifications, and both institutions attempt 
was made assess these non-academic characteristics and make them 
part the basis for selection. 

There was also great diversity the type field work and internship 
provided part this applied psychological program, although every 
institution indicated some practicum part the program. many 
instances limited field experience was obtained the student fulfilled the 
requirements specific courses concerned with diagnostic and intelligence 
testing. However, seven departments reported specific field experience 
requirements ranging from part time for one semester full time for two 
semesters. The locale for these field experience placements included 
public and private schools, city and county schools, juvenile probation 
departments and child guidance clinics. 

Differences between these programs were also apparent from the fact 
that certain institutions the school psychologist program consisted the 
specification number courses given several different departments 
within the institution. student such institution fulfills the creden- 
tial requirements completion the requisite courses. such case 
there was probably little integration between courses, and the goals 
such training were undoubtedly limited the specific course goals, which 
may have had only indirect relationship the functions the school 
psychologist. 


Causes Differences 


The differences training referred may interpreted reflecting 
the fact that such training its infancy. Also, differences training 
reflect the wide diversity services and functions actually performed 
the school psychologist the job. The interpretation, however, which 
seems additionally relevant relates the questions who trained, how 
such training accomplished, and for what purpose such training pro- 
vided. The answers these questions, which appear only partially and 
indirectly the information presented, are more accurately provided 
knowledge the underlying assumptions made the various departments 
than examination the course titles comprising their programs. 
this connection each departmental chairman was asked comment spe- 
cifically with respect the orientation philosophy his program. 
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the twelve departments which replied, only four answered the question. 
Three the four responses emphasized the belief that school psychologist 
must primarily trained psychologist. 

The reticence commenting the assumptions 
programs must not attributed the inarticulateness the departmental 
chairmen, but rather must due total partial absence theoretical 
orientation among the various interested groups relative the professional 
identification and character the school psychologist. The least involved, 
the least informed, and the least interested the identification and charac- 
ter the school psychologist have been the professional psychologists 
themselves. 

For instance, recent years California the various aspects the 
problems involved the certification and licensing clinical psychologists 
have been the subject much interest, activity, and controversy among 
professional psychologists. During the same period the 1955 revision State 
regulations pertaining the credentialing school psychologists has been 
preparation. The revision these requirements constitutes ipso facto 
certification group individuals legally and publicly identified 
psychologists who have contact with great many more individuals than 
those who are engaged the private practice clinical psychology. 
Why, then, has the profession, its concern protect the public, not 
given more attention the standards required school psychologists, 
group who have great influence the public’s percention the function, 
competence, and contribution the psychologist? 

partial answer this question involves the profession’s ambivalences 
with respect two issues: one the value, legitimacy, and place the 
master’s degree psychology, and the second the status the practice 
psychology various applied areas. 

For several years the Western Psychological Association has scheduled 
meetings the master’s degree psychology. the Seattle meeting 
serious discussion was centered whether applied programs such the 
school psychologist program were rightly within the province psychology. 
The group that meeting came affirmative conclusion—a conclusion, 
the case school psychology, apparently arrived the public 
somewhat ahead the profession itself. 

The point with reference the training school psychologists 
obvious. The profession psychology must exercise its concern, its interest, 
and its responsibility the specification standards for the practice 
pychology the public schools. Further, there serious need for some 
thorough research the role the school psychologist and the relation- 
ship this role the field psychology generally. longer 
acceptable define these matters terms partially and imperfectly 
declared credential regulations. terms highly variable academic 
programs.

Analysis Some Aspects East German Education—Harold 
Erickson, Oakland Public Schools. 


From material gathered Germany 1952, this study identifies considerable 
amount Soviet-style propaganda studied East German youth. 
From interview one hundred refugee teachers and students, student reaction 
the East German School was obtained. There was general agreement that East 
German youth were, the whole, rejecting the school program. Reasons given 
were: unsatisfactory relations with the communist government, and unfavorable 
comparison their situation with the West. The study demonstrates that German 
youth are not irresistibly drawn communism and that the democracy the West 
has great appeal youth. 


Research Design for the Study School Board Decision-Process—Keith 
Goldhammer, Stanford University. 


The growing complexity society the has resulted the unique 
situation the professionally-trained administrator who responsible board 
responsible for the policies under which must administer. The 
purpose this study was isolate variables pertinent the understanding the 
through which particular school board determined its policies. This was 
accomplished through analysis behavioral patterns the participants and the study 
their relationships the influences upon them from the broader community. 
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Major findings included (1) Individuals tended relate themselves one 
another highly consistent ways; (2) There was high degree consistency the 
pattern process decision-making; (3) The major relationship involved was 
that superintendent and chairman the board vying for leadership; (4) There 
was confusion relative procedures and responsibilities due non-agreement 
role definitions; (5) The dominant policy-making pattern was cross-examination 
the superintendent the board with resulting hostility and feeling was 
withholding information; (6) There was almost constant clash between what board 
members considered the values the community and the professional values 
represented the superintendent and his 


Variability the Sequence Operations Solving Problem—Guy 
Buswell, University California, Berkeley. 

The problem was find whether there considerable degree similarity 
the sequence operations solving problem whether there wide degree 
variability. The hypothesis was that schools are successful “teaching 
students how think,” there should noticeable degree commonness the 
sequence problem-solving thinking. instrument for providing basis for 
objective comparison patterns thinking was developed through experimenting 
with college students and 105 high school pupils, giving individual tests and 
securing voice recordings each. The final instrument was then applied indi- 
vidually college students. This report based the data secured from this 
group subjects. The findings show much greater degree variability than 
uniformity patterns thinking. Nevertheless, successful problem solving 
was found involve certain patterns thinking much more than 


SOCIAL ATTITUDES AND ADJUSTMENT 


Factors Relating Opinions Seventh Grade Children Regarding the 
Acceptability Certain Behaviors the Peer Group—Stan Goertzen, 
Alameda County Schools. 

The major purposes this study were (1) discover the opinions seventh 
graders toward certain behaviors their peers, (2) determine the degree 
acceptability these behaviors, and (3) study factors sex, age, birth order, 
intelligence, and social status related their opinions. The Opinion Scale consisted 
list behaviors and five-point social distance scale. The behaviors were 
listings reasons elicited from children why some seventh graders are rejected. 
the final investigation the Opinion Scale was administered classroom teachers 
1,773 seventh graders classrooms from urban, suburban, and rural Alameda 
County. 

The analysis proceeded along three lines: (1) through the rank order the 
behavior items themselves, with comparisons certain items, (2) 
through comparisons behavior syndromes, including item clusters 
behavior, behavior, behavior, and 
behavior, and (3) through total pattern analysis and examination 
inter-group differences rankings the behavior items. 

The rank order the items was much the same each the groups with 
the exception very few items. The mean rating and ranking showed them 
the following order, listed from least acceptable least rejected: 
“aggressive,” and general, the rankings 
behaviors according sub-groups were similar that comparisons yield Spear- 
man rho less than .92. Thus, can said that the items the 
Opinion Scale, using the social distance technique opinion study, the differences 
between the various sub-groups are slight negligible. 

interesting observe the great similarity the expressed opinions all 
the sub-groups and hypothesize similar system values operating the 
rejection certain behaviors exhibited members their group. 
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Evaluations Anti-Social Behavior Delinquents—Shepard Insel, 
San Francisco State College. 


The major hypothesis this study was that the delinquent would tend 
perceive the seriousness anti-social act differently than non-delinquents. 
boys legally adjudged delinquent were matched with equal 
number non-delinquents; the differences the variables age, sex, grade, color, 
intelligence, and socio-economic status being statistically non-significant. third 
group male teachers represented the normative evaluations the society. 
statistical analysis reactions statements specific crimes, pretested for 
reliability, showed the mean for delinquents correlated with the teachers’ composite 
was .70, and for the non-delinquents, .71. 

significant differences the groups were found testing the hypothesis 
that delinquents’ perception anti-social behavior was more variable. testing 
the hypothesis that delinquents tend perceive the seriousness categories 
crimes differently than non-delinquents teachers, each group rauked the same 
the categories crimes against (1) persons, (2) property, (3) public justice; but 
teachers differed with both groups regarding crimes against (4) public health, safety, 
and peace, and (5) public decency and good morals, and there were highly signifi- 
cant within-rank differences. There were significant differences found 
disproving the hypothesis that delinquents would tend over- under-rate the 
acts with which they were charged. This study, then, does not tend support the 
general hypothesis that delinquents evaluate anti-social behavior differently from 
others their society. Implications for education are discussed. 


Study the School Attitudes Children Enrolled Special Classes for 
the Mentally Retarded—Clarence Johnson, Sacramento County Schools. 
The study was designed furnish information about the school attitudes 
children special classes for the mentally retarded and evaluate certain aspects 
the special education program. The population consisted 199 children 
sixteen special classes administered through the Sacramento County Superintendent 
Schools’ Office during the 1952-1953 school year, and included 149 boys and 
girls ranging age from six sixteen. The mean was 69.5 with range 
83. Data were gathered through individual standardized interviews using 
concealed tape recorder. Conclusions were reached concerning the children’s 
attitudes toward the special class, placement, teachers, and specific school subjects. 


The Social Acceptance and Adjustment the Classroom Fifth and Sixth 
Grade Children Analyzed the Basis Transiency the School—John 
Matlin, Sacramento City Schools. 

One hundred and ninety-nine fifth and sixth grade school children were tested 
for social acceptance the classroom and for social adjustment. Two sociometric 
tests were administered; one the beginning the school year and the second 
after three months. The California Test Personality was with the 
second sociometric test. 

According this study, the most permanent pupils the school were the 
most favorable position terms social acceptance and social adjustment. The 
least permanent pupils were the least favorable position regarded social accept- 
ance and social adjustment. This was indicated both the beginning the school 
year and after period three months. 


Factors Associated with Truancy—John Roberts, San Francisco City 
Schools. 


The study examined the factors associated with truancy and their relationship 
performance after referral for treatment. random sampling was made the 
cases referred three San Francisco agencies and the attendance, scholarship, and 
citizenship for the year preceding and the year following were studied. 
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Seventy per cent the group were found retarded least semester, 
Eighty per cent came from homes lower economic status, per cent from 
disrupted homes, and per cent were only children. 

All groups showed poorer attendance, lower school marks, and poorer citizen- 
ship ratings after referral. all groups, younger children made greater gains and 
improved attendance was accompanied improved scholarship and citizenship. 


ADMINISTRATION 
Financing the Small High School—Ray Haskell, Berkeley City Schools. 


problem each state facing is, How can help necessary isolated small 
high schools provide satisfactory program education without providing financial 
rewards for the small high school which would tend perpetuate 
inefficient local school administrative units and unnecessary non-isolated small high 
school attendance centers? was the purpose this study ascertain and analyze 
methods distributing state funds for the support small high schools the 
forty-eight states and attempt determine some the effects these practices 
small high schools. Methods state support were determined consulting 
necessary education codes, cumulative supplements and session laws, 
state board rules and regulations. outline how each state was financing 
high schools various size was made summary form. Included this sum- 
mary were the state definitions small high schools, formulas for adjusting state 
support for small high schools (if any), isolation provisions (if any), levels and 
methods distributing state aid support essential services and 
Methods state support were analyzed terms established criteria and statements 
were made the summary form, describing the probable effects methods 
distributing state funds small high schools. The summary forms were forwarded 
state departments education checked and verified. Forty-three states 
made needed corrections and additions, and verified the methods distributing 
state aid and their effects small high schools. 

was found that, general, the distributing general purpose state aid 
support instructional services and other operating expenses states still 
penalized all small high schools while states provided financial rewards non- 
isolated small high schools while meeting the needs the necessary small high 
and states provided general purpose aid, adjusted for size and sparcity for 
small isolated high schools, and provided unadjusted general purpose aid non- 
isolated small high schools. All the states that provided financial rewards for 
non-isolated small high schools did providing foundation program adjusted 
for the extra costs sparcity and small size for all schools, District reorganization 
was discouraged these states. The seven states which provided differentiated 
program support for isolated and small high schools did 
classifying schools isolated terms distance from another 
school, the time children would have bus, size school and with due 
consideration topography, conditions roads, and climatic conditions. 
states the method providing state aid for transportation met the extra costs 
sparcity, and district reorganization was encouraged. states the lack 
transportation aid penalized all sparsely populated areas and reorganization was 
discouraged. Only states provided enough state aid for capital outlay and debt 
service materially affect local capital outlay programs and encourage district 
reorganization. 


School Procedures and Conditions Found Double Shift Programs— 
George Ingebo, College the Pacific. 

The following information was obtained primarily for school administrators 
beginning improving double shift program. was obtained from interviews 
with District Superintendents Schools and Building Principals all districts 
the State Washington having one more schools using the double shift 
program during the school year 1951-52. 
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Job conditions for administrative personnel differed because duplication 
tasks, length time the building kept open, amount and distribution admin- 
istrative effort including contacts with the community, and increased importance 
the teaching staff. Organization the staff and increased clerical service kept 
administrative effort from increasing. 

Important considerations determining which teachers will share room are 
the habits and personalities the teachers. They are selected the administrator. 
His judgment and knowledge are important. Sometimes teachers are told they 
must get along with their room partners. Policy restricts assignment the same 
two teachers one room for more than one year. Teachers known poor 
“housekeepers” are assigned the late shift the room will less messy for 
the other teacher. Other ways determining which teacher will take the early 
late shift are teacher choice far possible, chance, seniority given the 
choice, teachers sharing transportation the same shift, new teachers assigned 
they will the workroom with more experienced teacher the same grade 
level, teachers discuss and decide shift assignments, and assignment according 
the understanding that they will certain shift. 

Teacher preparation for class was altered short class time, necessity for 
doing the preparing out the classroom, and availability help from other 
teachers. More and better planning necessary with better organization and timing 
for presentation shorter period. Teachers have more time for preparation and 
require ample work space. All preparation must transportable. Planning can 
done with the help other teachers, but teachers still take some work home. 
different type preparation necessary for more concentrated approach. 


What Extent Are the Men Teachers the Richmond Public Schools 
Working Outside Why?—James Paul Mansinne, Richmond 
Public Schools. 


the 320 men teachers the Richmond Public Schools, 52.18 per cent 
responded questionnaire regarding working. this group, 75.45 per cent 
were doing some kind outside work for the expressed purpose stretching their 
teaching salaries make ends meet. total 10.78 per cent were working 
any time that they could. The majority, 71.26 per cent, were working during the 
summer vacations, 

The married teacher, the average, reported that saves 5.61 per cent 
his gross salary. This belies the fact that one-third the married teachers with 
non-working wife were saving nothing. 


The Unified School District California—Edgar Morphet, University 
California, Berkeley. (Cooperative study staff and State Depart- 
ment 

The current study district unification California analyzes the provisions 
the law, traces trends, and calls attention some the problems which must 

result this study the following conclusions have been reached regarding 
desirable changes laws and regulations: 

The provision the Constitution which guarantees that any existing district 
will receive from the state minimum $2400 regardless wealth need should 
eliminated. 

The laws relating district reorganization and particularly those relating 
district unification should rewritten and greatly simplified. 

The laws should reorganized recognize the unified district, including 
city unified districts, the basic unit for local school administration California. 

More practical provisions should included the laws assure that 
comprehensive studies will made each area preceding proposals for district 

The laws should provide that after adequate studies have been made, 
should held designated date each area proposed for unified 
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any such area where unification disapproved, the levy required for 
each elementary and secondary district participate foundation program funds 
should increased amount .deemed necessary cover the additional costs 
involved operating separate districts. 

Provision should made for the optional organization advisory boards 
for outlying schools unified districts. 

The regulations should changed provide that the superintendent 
any district having more than seven eight teachers should hold general admin- 
istrative credential.

Ist Statistical Reporting Periods, 1953-54—Carl Quellmalz, 
Oakland Public Schools. 


tabulation transfers issued the Oakland Public Schools for the 
school year 1953-54 disclosed that 5695 transfers per cent were issued for 
pupils moving within the city and that 6682 transfers per cent were issued 
for pupils leaving the Oakland Public Schools. 

The outstanding characteristics the internal migration were high mobility 
the extreme western part the city and movement from that area. The 
principal emigration was other cities Alameda and Contra Costa Counties. 
Also, there was considerable emigration cities other California counties and 
out the state.

The Validity Criticism Regarding the Triviality Objective Test 
Harold Carter, University California, Berkeley. 


students course tests and measurements. simple type 
showed the level difficulty and the discrimination power each item the 
test. Students the course had originally written the items for the test, each 
student concentrating one chapter the textbook, and trying make items 
test comprehension and understanding the essential content the chapter. 

Students were asked rate the items five-point scale, which rating 
four indicated that the item measured something very important, while rating 
zero indicated that the item dealt with something trivial value 
whatsoever. comparison was made the ratings and the results the 
analysis. 


The Development Reliable Instrument for the Prediction Teaching 
Durflinger, University California, Santa Barbara 
College. 

Since attempts developing valid evaluations student teachers teachers 
are thwarted the lack reliable criterion teaching success, Santa Barbara 
College has been working the development one for the last years. 
1954, school superintendents, supervisors and others responsible for evaluating 
teachers were asked for their undirected opinions certain graduates the Santa 
Barbara teacher training curriculum. Teacher characteristics mentioned referred 
these replies were listed. The list was reduced eliminating overlapping traits 
and validated resubmission the administrators for 

The 1580 trait listings made; fit into eight general classifications: Scholatsic 
Ability and Preparation; Professional Qualities; Teaching Effectiveness; 
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Teacher-Pupil Relations; Teacher-Administration Relations; Teacher-Teacher 
Relations; Relations; Personal Qualities. 


The Value Aesthetic Judgments the Assessment Musical Capacity 
—George Kyme, University California, Berkeley. 

This investigator postuates that aesthetic judgments may function 
organizing factor the elements auditory imagery pitch, intensity, timbre, 
and duration, and that, therefore, individual differences musical capacities must 
depend much upon individual differences aesthetic judgments upon the 
perception these elements. preliminary test aesthetic judgment, consisting 
the evaluation paired performances recorded the Northern California 
Music Festivals, was constructed. This test was empirically validated that only 
those items which differentiated between known “musical” and 
persons were retained for the final battery. 

The revised test was administered 425 subjects, elementary school through 
college, who had been rated their teachers musicality. When the test was 
scored test aesthetic judgemnt the correlation was computed .74. 
When mere perception differences was used basis scoring, the correlation 
was found but .09. The reliability the test, using the Spearman-Brown 
formula, was .80. 


Comparison Davis-Eells and Stanford-Binet Scores Different Socio- 
Economic Levels—John MacRae, San Jose State College. 

The Davis-Eells Test was compared with the Stanford-Binet, Form using 
fifth grade pupils from differing socio-economic backgrounds. There were 
the high socio-economic group, the middle group, and the low group 
whom both tests were administered. significant difference between mean 
was found for the two tests any the three socio-economic levels. the 
subjects tested scored lower I.Q. the Davis-Eells. This included 
the pupils the low socio-economic group. 


The Predictive Effectiveness Two Non-Verbal Tests Intelligence Used 
the First Grade the Santa Clara County Schools—James Sawrey, 
San Jose State College. 

Subjects this study were students nine Santa Clara County elementary 
schools who enrolled first graders the autumn 1953 and were still 
attendance February 1955. 127) October 1953 two tests mental 
ability were administered all first graders. Tests used were the Pintner-Cunning- 
ham Primary Test (Form and Davis-Eells Games. 

February 1955 Gates Primary Reading Test (Sentence Reading) was 
administered these same students. Using correlative techniques the Pintner- 
Cunningham was shown better predictor subsequent Gates Reading scores 
for this population than was the Davis-Eells. The difference between was 
significant the .02 level. 


LANGUAGE AND AUDING 


Summary Researches Progress Concerning Auditory and Visual 
Vocabulary Development and New Vocabulary List—Hubert Arm- 
strong, Claremont College. 

Methods selecting two vocabulary lists, which are samples 
Collegiate Dictionary, were reported. The samplings were made from entries, 
after which certain classes entries were rejected. The final list represented 
general vocabulary words given the dictionary indicated. Two sampling 
problems were discussed. literature bearing upon vocabulary sampling was 
briefly summarized. The uses which these lists will put was indicated, and 
the general design future research summarized. 
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Auding Aspects Group Work the Language Arts—Donald Pardee 
Brown, Sequoia High School. 


Increasingly late the possibility and importance measuring and improving 
auding ability (the ability comprehend heard words) have had gratifying though 
belated acknowledgement. far, however, measurement has largely been confined 
unidirectional communication—the lecture, radio, situation, for example. 
Speculation and some empirical studies support the possibility that auding ability 
the unidirectional lecture-type situation cannot confidently equated with 
auding skill multi-directional communication—in interviews, conferences, business 
and committee meetings, forums, and discussion groups. Competence auding 
college lectures may, for example, inadequate for the auding demands lively 
meeting the student council. 

More and more language arts programs have recognized the value training 
group processes and auding. The function auding group processes 
also beginning discerned, but there danger that auding proficiency adequate 
for the authoritarian situation will mistakenly equated with auding adequacy 
more democratic situations. 

Expermental designs for the investigation the relationship auding abilities 
the two kinds situation are needed. Systematic samplings auding perform- 
ance group processes language arts classes Sequoia High School and studies 
Festinger, Schacter, and others suggest the possibility significant differential. 
Available studies indicate greater reflection personality disorders auding 
deficiency the more democratic situation, and consequently need for greater 
psychological sophistication and insight the correction auding difficulties 
perculiar the multidirectional communication group processes. 


Effect Newscast Item Leads Upon Listener Interpretation—Jean 
Kerrick and Percy Tannenbaum, University California, Berkeley. 

Approximately 750 students were divided into six groups and asked read 
newspaper page listen taped newscast which differed only the bias 
the headlines lead statements two experimental stories. 

With one story, subjects significantly agreed with the interpretation suggested 
the headlines lead. the other, the trend was the same, but differences 
failed reach significance. Newspaper and radio were equally successful. 

suggested that headlines lead statements may serve indices the 
interpretation mass media items, particularly where the items concern new 
unstructured material. 


The Use and Control Oral Language Kindergarten Pupils—Walter 
Loban, University California, Berkeley. 

This research one part larger continuing study language development. 
The subjects are 300 pupils selected represent complete range social and 
economic background the public schools Oakland, California. These 300 
children will studied from the time their entrance into the kindergarten 
1952 through their graduation from high school 1965. Only those who move 
away from the Bay Area will dropped from the study. 

this research the problem two-fold: find evidence whether not 
definite sequences stages growth language development can identified 
and examine the use and control over language shown the same group 
subjects for period thirteen years. Just physical development, are there 
predictable stages growth language development? How human beings 
use language and gain power using they progress through childhood and 
How can the results such research used basis for 
improved curriculum the teaching language? There are the central problems 
and questions around which this research has been designed. 

This particular report concerns the use and control spoken language the 
subjects during their year (1952-53). comparable sample each 
child’s oral language has been recorded audograph record. Each recorded 
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sample contains preliminary warming-up interview about the friends, games, 
and television interests. After this, the child tells what sees and thinks response 
five pictures (the same pictures for all subjects). addition this oral record- 
ing, each child has been given individual oral vocabulary test and has been rated 
his teacher scale linguistic Background information has been 
collected the child’s family and health. For selected case studies, records 
the language and the functions the language used have also been gathered before 
and after school and during recess. 

The data the first year’s research have been examined for seven features: 
the number natural communication units (that group words which cannot 
further divided without its essential meaning disappearing) and the number 
words each natural communication unit; the use phrases and clauses 
the control language; the relation vocabulary amount and control 
language; the differences between subjects who use language with fluency and skill 
and those who are inarticulate lacking control language; the kinds 
lanugage errors made the subjects; and the purposes for which the subjects use 
language outside the testing situation. 

Findings the present stage analysis reveal positive relationship between 
vocabulary and language control; significant difference favor the verbally 
gifted speakers regard freedom from hesitation the natural communication 
units; significant difference favor the verbally gifted speakers the use 
tentativeness and supposition thinking; and significant difference favor 
the verbally gifted the number natural communication units used. 


Auding and Selected Psycho-Educational Variables—Julius Sassenrath 
and Jack Holmes, University California, Berkeley. 

Twelve educational variables were correlated with auding ability. multiple 
correlation analysis, based the inter-relationships, precipitated four independent 
variables and maximized the with the California Auding Test .75. Three 
these four variables deal primarily with knowledge and use information and 
account for per cent the contribution the variance auding. 

Intercorrelations the Heston Personal Adjustment Inventory and auding 
were computed separately for high school senior males and females. For males, 
three personality variables maximized the multiple correlation .45 and contributed 
per cent the variance auding. For the females, correlation 
was not reliably different from chance. 


PERSONALITY AND GUIDANCE 


Further Explorations Into the Relationship Personality College 
Achievement—Janet Blechner, Hayward Union High School District. 

The group Rorschach profiles the 100 highest and 100 lowest achievers 
three University California educational psychology classes were compared 
with respect the W’, FM, FC, and M:Sum factors. 

Determination critical ratios showed significant difference existing 
between the two groups. Ratios obtained were 1.02 (W), .73 (W’), .43 (D), .20 
(M), .72 (FM), .77 (F), 1.68 (FC), .31 (M:Sum Only the quantity C.R. 
approaches the per cent level confidence. Thus, the conclusion drawn that 
personality differences between high and low achievers, they exist, are 
ably individual and not generalized differences. 


Religious Orthodoxy and the Authoritarian Personality—W. Edgar Greg- 
ory, College the Pacific. 

Results the study leading the publication The Authoritarian Personality 
indicated that there might some relationship between this personality configura- 
tion and religious beliefs, contrary the popular supposition that religious beliefs 
were not intimately related behavior. new scale was constructed measure 
religious orthodoxy and was administered 596 subjects along with the scale. 
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correlation .53 was found between orthodoxy and authoritarianism, but inspec- 
tion and item analysis indicates even closer relationship. The authoritarian 
personality tends rigid, dogmatic, concrete, even his religious 
concepts. 


Counselor Judgment and Counselor Evaluation—Irma Poole, 
Alameda City Schools. 


The purpose this study was investigate counselor judgment evalua- 
tion counseling comparing judgments made counselors before and after 
counseling with judgments made other counselors who read the interview 
transcripts. 

Both before and after each interview, counselors recorded check lists their 
judgments each counselee’s problems and goals. The six problem areas which 
judgments were made were: (1) educational; (2) family; (3) financial; (4) health; 
(5) social-personal; and (6) vocational. The four counseling goals were: (1) Self- 
understanding; (2) feasible choices; (3) responsibility for taking; and (4) initiation 
appropriate behavior. 

Three counselors who read the interview transcripts made judgments the 
counselee’s problems, the counselor’s goals, and the counselee’s achievement 
goals. The transcript readers agreed significantly with each other all three 
judgments. Chi square tests significance were computed determine the 
significance the difference between the judgments the counselors and the 
readers. The results were follows: (1) Judgments counselee problems made 
counselors both before and after interviews were significantly related judg- 
ments counselors’ goals made transcript readers. (2) Judgments counselors’ 
goals made counselors both before and after interviews were not significantly 
related judgments counselors’ goals made transcript readers. (3) Judgments 
counselors’ goals made counselors both before and after counseling were not 
related judgments counselee achievements made transcript 
readers. 


Leadership and the Tolerant Personality—Kenneth Schneider, University 
California, Berkeley. 

The problems were find leadership were related personality variables 
the area tolerance and tolerance were stable function. Ninety-nine 4th, 
5th and 6th grade children were given leadership sociogram, item tolerance 
scale and item ethnocentrism Two groups were blamed and praised 
and then given the two scales. difference was found between the praise and 
blame Significant differences tolerance means were obtained 
between boys low leadership and girls and boys other leadership ratings. 


Relationships Between Profiles for Individual Subjects—Fred 
Tyler, University Berkeley. Read Harold Carter. 

The problem was, what relationships are found, within the individual, between 
ratings adjustment two occasions the adolescent years? The subjects were 
boys the California Adolescent Growth Study. Fifteen measures adjust- 
ment were used, seven being ratings psychologists, and eight being based upon 
self-report inventories. All ratings were changed into standard scores for grade 
rank-order method was used obtain the coefficient 
correlation (O-technique) between the two occasions. The mean values for the 
scores each profile were also computed. The values the sixteen rhos (one 
for each subject) were: .74, .71, .67, .63, .60, .60, .54, .52, .46, .44, .42, .42, .33, 
.08, and The changes the mean scores the two profiles for each 
subject were: .7, 1.0, 1.5, 1.6, 1.7, 6:6, 8.8, 
and 8.9. All rhos but one were positive; about one-half the coefficients were 
significant. concluded that some subjects there tendency for the adjust- 
ment the two occasions somewhat similar. The coefficients correlation, 
however, are not large enable predict with high degree 
accuracy, later from earlier profiles.

Sixth Grade Children's Reactions Six Types Pictures Illustrating 
Social Studies Topic—Guy Helmke, Berkeley City Schools. 


Six pictures the same subject matter: photograph halftone, shaded 
pen drawing, outline pen drawing, and each these color (making six 
all) were presented pairs 444 sixth grade children. Each child looked two 
the pictures and was asked (1) choose the picture liked the better, and 
(2) give reason for his choice. 

Analysis these choices and reasons for choices indicates that the children 
tested: Prefer colored pictures, photographs, and drawings the order listed; 
They prefer colored pictures for the simple reason that they are color; They 
prefer photographs because they consider them more realistic true life; 
They prefer drawings because they are clearer and easier see. 


The Relative Importance Curricular Areas Grade Placement Deviations 
—Jack Holmes, University California, Berkeley, and Carmen Finley, 
County Schools. 

The problem was determine the relative influence success various 
curriculum areas over-ageness and under-ageness the grade placement 
sample 515 boys and 464 girls the fifth grade Sonoma County 
was given battery six achievement tests. Grade placement deviation was deter- 
mined computing the difference between each actual grade placement 
and his chronological grade placement. Multiple were found .28 for 
boys and .19 for the girls. Three variables were precipitated from the matrix 
each case before the point maximized cumulative began decrease. For 
the boys was found that reading vocabulary, spelling, and mechanics grammar 
formed the selecetd test variables making the maximum contribution the criterion 
from the variables investigated. For the girls was found that the spelling, reading 
vocabulary, and arithmetic fundamentals formed the selected variables. 

Since all variables selected for the boys were linguistic character, can 
concluded that boy having particular strength quantitative abilities (as 
tic) would not have much weight attached these abilities for the purpose 
grade placement another boy who showed equal abilities the linguistic areas. 
Similarly, for the girls, abilities spelling, reading vocabulary, and arithmetic 
fundamentals are the positive factors regards grade placement. However, 
both cases the total multiple correlation still too low any practical 
significance. 


Study Ability Grouping Second Grade Reading—Audrey 
Mitchell, Alameda County Schools. 


The purpose this study was determine grouping children one classroom 
the basis ability reading would result better than average improvement 
this studies ability grouping involving large numbers children 
placement has been different classrooms and achievement classroom groups 
measured. The teacher the important variable such studies. general, they 
demonstrate that homogeneity based any one factor will not result improved 
learning unless instruction adapted the needs the groups. 

this study children were placed three groups the basis scores 
the Gates Primary Reading Test administered one month after the opening 
school. Instructional procedures differed according needs and abilities. 
retest three and one-half months later the average gain grade placement was: for 
Group .87; for Group II, .57; for Group III, .33. each group the range 
scores increased markedly during the Twenty-two the progressed over 
half year reading achievement. 
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Richie, Richmond Public Schools. 


group problem children from various fourth grades were placed 
one classroom. Their I.Q. scores ranged from 127 with median 92, 
according the California Test Mental Maturity, Kuhlmann-Anderson Intelli- 
gence Tests and the Revised Stanford-Binet Scale; but they were doing work 
second and third grade 

Through the use social studies, reading, P.E., arithmetic and spelling, the 
teacher was able guide the pupils into discussions, question and answer games, 
dramatic plays, and stories about the problems that were perhaps causing the 
conflicts. Academic progress has been most remarkable. Behavior both the 
classroom and the playground seems have improved. 


Some Outcomes the Teaching Science the Elementary School With 
Particular Reference the Primary Grades—Thad Stevens, Oakland 
Public Schools. 


Two classes primary children first and second grade levels explored the 
fields sound, heat, electricity and magnetism, and laws simple machines, over 
period two semesters. Results indicated more extensive influence TV, radio, 
individual and home interests than generally recognized the schools these 
levels. The study being continued effort develop objective measures 
observable growths skills, attitudes and understandings. 


TESTING AND STATISTICS 


Modified Stanine Scale—Henry Kaiser, University California, 
Berkeley. 


The stanine scale redefined that will have standard deviation 
precisely two, rather than 1.945 for the present scale. This proposed modification 
results very small change the percentage cases each stanine interval, 
yet provides scale with somewhat neater quantitative characteristics. 


Nomographic Solution for the Sum Three More Independent 
Variables with Special Application Regression Equations—Vance 
Lewis, California State Polytechnic College. 

The underlying theory, method construction, use and essential features 
unique type nomographic chart for obtaining the sum any number 
independent variables was presented this paper. While the chart has application 
any applied mathematics field, educational statistics particularly useful 
the interpretation regression equations, the outstanding features being: (1)

The Relationship Between Multiple Choice and Dictation Type Spelling 
Tests—Andrew Roberts, World Book Company. 

This study concerned with the relationship between two different types 
tests available today, namely, multiple-choice spelling tests and dictation-type spelling 
tests. The former type has been criticized the grounds that they measure 
kind proof-reading ability rather than genuine capacity spell correctly. 
Limitations the dictation-type spelling test have been enumerated length 
the literature and are one the prime reasons for the development the multiple- 
choice 

Previous research studies indicate high agreement between results obtained 
from these two types tests. many cases, the agreement high the 
correlation between alternate forms either type test. 

this paper, the data were derived connection with larger investigation 
the correlation between the new edition the Stanford Achievement Test and 
the scores corresponding parts the Metropolitan Achievement Test. Both 
batteries were administered grades through with interval few days 
between testing. The Stanford series multiple-choice only grades through 
while the Metropolitan tests are dictation type throughout. 

The data reveal that the median value the correlation between multiple- 
choice and dictation instruments .77. The results this study indicate that 
multiple-choice test will rank pupils much the same order dictation-type 
spelling test. 


Comparisons Among Several Methods Obtaining Test Reliability— 
Leonard Towner, University California Medical Center, San Francisco. 

The data were gathered from four samples four hundred medical students 
each selected from the classes—freshman through senior—for all the students the 
United States tested with the Cancer Knowledge Examination 1953. The relia- 
bility the test was determined for each sample utilizing six different methods. The 
matched-item subtests were matched only for the sophomore and then used 
established there for all four classes. Both the matched-item subtest and the split- 
half reliabilities were corrected the Spearman-Brown prophecy formula. The 
Buttman coefficient was obtained from the sigmas for the odd and even halves. 

Although the differences reliability were the expected direction, the 
discrepancies were small. The largest differences reliability occurred between 
classes rather than methods. The freshman coefficients were all much lower than 
for the other classes. The test was admittedly extremely difficult for freshmen 
since they had had instruction cancer, There sufficient evidence believe 
that large part the freshman’s score comes from luck guessing—a factor 
which would lower the reliability. course, the limited knowledge the freshmen 
would also lead restricted range talent which could likewise drop the 
reliability. 

The similarity reliability coefficients obtained six different methods 
suggests that the practical consideration ease computation outweighs the more 
logical theoretical assumptions ordinary test situation. For this reason, the 
Kuder-Richardson formula would appear the advisable rule-of-thumb 
method for getting quick estimate the test reliability for single administration 
the test. This could probably checked the higher value obtained fairly 
easily from the Guttman which requires only the sigmas for any two halves 
the test and the sigma for the whole test. The more theoretically perfect methods 
finding test reliability probably can reserved for the more exacting circum- 
stances found research and test publication.

Televiewing Habits Families Palo Alto, California—Anna Bell, 
Stanford University. 

survey questionnaire distributed through the public schools (grades 1st 
through 9th) Palo Alto May 1953 received response from 1,853 families 
reporting 3,797 children. The stated objectives were: “to find out how many 
Palo Alto children are influenced television and what ways; lay the founda- 
tions for enlisting the aid parents the wise use. television; and gain valid 
toward better program planning commercial and educational television 
media. 

Findings show that children both television and families are 
affected it; families enjoy television together; and, families with television 
children are not less active, about half read less, and only small per cent play less 
groups. 


The Contributions John Swett Free Public Education California— 
Will Cluff, Jr., Rodeo Public Schools. 


John Swett did perhaps more than any other one man the early days 
California Statehood develop permanent structure schools and education. 
helped found first normal school 1857, edited the first educational 
journal, The Bookseller, 1860, and organized the first successful state teachers’ 
journal, The California Teacher, 1863. 1862 introduced the teachers’ institute 
California, and 1863 organized the California Educational Society, the direct 
forerunner the California Teachers Association. Between 1863 and 1866 
revised and then completely rewrote the state school law. Successfully and almost 
single-handedly campaigned 1863 for the passage the state school tax, and 
through his untiring efforts the rate-bill for public schools was abolished 1864. 
1866 Swett wrote the teachers’ Oath Allegiance, and 1902 composed the 
first Code Ethics for California teachers. 

Swett was not innovator, but His chief contributions lay 
the work did school law, teacher organizations and educational reforms. 
made the people California conscious their responsibilities toward education, 
and pointed out the way which they could best meet their obligations. drew 
the plans for the system free public schools the Golden State, and lent his 
talents, knowledge and perseverance the job establishing lasting educational 
program. 


Effect High School Guidance Integration German-Jewish Refugees 
—Rabbi Gunther Gates, Temple Israel, Alameda. 


sampling 294 German-Jewish refugee high school students and graduates 
was studied determine whether not American high schools successfully assisted 
their integration into American ways life. 

The findings indicate that many the group considered the high school 
definite agent their successful integration, noting especially the congenial teacher- 
student relationships American secondary schools. 

Scholastic achievement, extracurricular activities, offices held 
acceptance and rejection the same values their American peers, excellent social 
and personal adjustment, and complete shift occupational choices from those 
Germany point the fact that American secondary schools definitely assisted 
the students’ integration into American life.

Strengths the program include 
general guidance practices, various phases individual development, benefits 
the extra-curricular program, and preparation for college work. Weaknesses appeared 
the adult-pupil relationship with regard the student’s personal and social 
problems. There appears need for more challenging program for superior 
students and more help developing effective study habits.

ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 
GUIDANCE SERVICES 


Edward Roeber, Glenn Smith, and Clifford Erickson. New York, 
McGraw-Hill Book Company, Inc., 294 pp. 

The authors have had wide experience the organization and admin- 
istration guidance programs. The book represents attempt 
systematize this experience and apply the light the objectives and 
theories pupil personnel work. The authors first discuss the over-all 
picture guidance and the type professional worker needed carry out 
guidance program. The selection, training, and certification guidance 
workers are next considered. The bulk the volume consists five chap- 
ters devoted the planning and organization the various aspects 
guidance services. The last chapter gives general view means 
evaluating the success guidance program. 

The authors classify guidance services under four heads: Counseling 
service, individual inventory service, information service, and placement 
and follow-up service. One chapter devoted each these. worked 
out the writers, these seem represent adequate functional analysis 
the services normally included guidance program. 

attempting cover all levels education the authors appear 
have been too ambitious. Elementary school people will undoubtedly feel 
that their level has been given much less adequate treatment than has the 
secondary level. This probably part due the fact that the admin- 
istrative complexities elementary guidance program are less than those 
secondary program and hence call for less extended treatment. How- 
ever, such important areas the relationship teachers the program 
and the selection and qualification personnel, the book appears 
aimed directly high school situations and include elementary problems 
only afterthought. 

the whole, the book valuable and practical addition the 
literature secondary guidance. must considered required reading 
for administrators and teachers involved creating reorganizing 
program high school guidance services. will also valuable supple- 
mentary reading for elementary administrators and teachers.

THE GIFTED CHILD THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


Twenty-sixth Yearbook, 1954, California Elementary School 
Administrators’ Association. 174 pp. 

Beginning with survey what known about intellectually superior 
children general, this volume proceeds describe detail ten programs 
operation California for making better provision for such children. 
ends with semi-philosophical treatise what and not for 
such pupils, directed teachers rather than administrators. The entire 
book based upon the premise that equal educational opportunity for all 
does not mean identical opportunity, and that gifted children are only 
getting fair treatment when they are given special attention. 

Several the educators who contributed the publication make very 
pointed reference the fact that “more the same” not enrichment. 
Likening the material offered superior students classes the food 
served cafeteria, Cecilia Cortage says the last chapter, when 
they have cleaned their plates, not fill them again with more the 
same kind food.” Fortunately, most the efforts the ten programs 
described the Yearbook seem devoted giving the intellectually 
outstanding students mental food not offered regular pupils. 

The Yearbook starts with the question, are the gifted?” final 
answer given, but many the programs described devote much time 
and effort the detection mentally superior children. Many different 
standards would appear used categorizing students gifted. 
However, the variations between the programs seem chiefly due 
different ideas how large fraction from the upper end the school 
population should included the special program designed for gifted 
children. 

Because its comprehensive and realistic approach the problem 
gifted elementary pupils, and because the exhaustive nature its descrip- 
tion on-going programs, this book would appear required reading 
for California educators. 


GUIDANCE THE CURRICULUM 


Washington, D.C.: Association for Supervision and Curriculum Development, 
NEA, 1955. 231 pp. 

Separation the guidance function from the teaching function creates 
problem That is, the teaching function provides certain courses, 
units, other experience patterns which the individual student must 
accommodated “fitted.” This, the guidance personnel attempt do. 
Such attempt bound fall short complete success any case; 
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most cases liable complete failure. 

the authors this Yearbook see it, teaching involves constant 
interaction student and the educative process. This interaction takes 
place the classroom. Hence, the control the nature and direction 
this interaction, which guidance, must exercised through the classroom. 
other words, guidance and curriculum are different aspects the same 
thing. 

The use resources outside the classroom not decried. There 
place for specialized guidance services and the five chapters Part III 
the book are devoted detailed consideration the nature and use 
such outside resources. 


FOUNDING PUBLIC JUNIOR COLLEGES, 
Local Initiative Six Communities 


Elbert Fretwell, Jr. New York: Bureau Publications, Teachers College, 
Columbia University, 1954. 148 pp. 


This book collection case studies six junior colleges different 
types. The cases have been selected illustrate widely varying condi- 
tions under which the establishment public junior colleges has proved 


feasible.

The story 
how attempts abolish the school the name economy were finally 
overcome, much better reading than usually found books educa 
tional matters.
